62,63 are pending. 

Upon review of the pending claims the following restriction requirement is 
deemed necessary. 

Restriction Requirement 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-4,11,12,21,62,63, drawn to method of detecting a target 
molecule, classified in class 435, subclasses 6 and 7.1 . 

II. Claims 57-59, drawn to method of testing a sample for presence of 
nucleic acids, classified in class 435, subclass 6. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions II and IV are related as patentably distinct because they are directed 
to methods which have different modes of operation and different steps. The method 
of Group II requires treating test sites in the presence of the sample to extend 
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oligonucleotide probes to include a detector agent. Contrary, the method of Group I 
utilizes sensors covalently coupled to redox active moieties. The methods require 
applying different prior art and have different enablement requirements. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the response to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
